noon. None of the American bluejack- 
ets were allowed ashore. 

Colonel Ferrara sent a cablegram to 
President Gomez tonight in which he 
stated that the United States did not 
contemplate intervention, but would 
persist in its policy of affording mili- 
tary protection to the foreign proper- 
ties. 

Admiral Osterhaus and the Ameri- 
can legation were without information 
tonight regarding the dispatch of two 
additional battleships to Havana. The 
Cuban government acknowledged that 
it had been informed that additional 
warships were on their way, but de- 
clined to make comment. 

Absolute tranquility prevails in Ha- 
Yana. The streets are still guarded by 
strong detachments of police and 
mounted rurales armed with carbines, 
revolvers and machetes. The govern- 
ment is not neglecting precaution. 

The evening papers take a pessim- 
istic view of the arrival of the war- 
ships, and appeal to all patriotic 
Cubans not to give the least excuse for 
landing marines. 


.NO INTERVENTION 


UNLESS NECESSARY 


Washington, June 10.—The presence 
ef American -battleships in Havana 
harbor this afternoon may be regard- 
ed as greatly diminishing the likeli- 
hood of intervention in Cuba, accord- 
ing to the construction placed upon 
that fact by the administration. 

Secretary Knox, who all along has 
lost no opportunity of declaring 
against any purpose to intervene po- 
litically in Cuba, unless absolutely 
driven to do so by the failure of the 
Cuban government to uphold the law, 
and protect life and property, felt 
called upon today to renew that as- 
gurance directly to the Cuban people 
through Orestes Ferrara, speaker of 
the Cuban house of representatives. 

Senor Ferrara’s talk with the secre- 
tary of state was only preliminary. It 
is generally understood that the Cuban 
soon figure again in 
negotiations between the two coun- 
tries. Under the treaty which governs 
their relations Cuba is not permitted 
to negotiate foreign loans beyond her 
ability to meet, and it is for the United 
States to determine that question. if 
more funds are needed must be 
shown to Secretary K s satisfaction 
that Cuba can safely carry an addi- 
tional loan. 

The feeling is growiig stronger 
here that Major General Leonard 
Wood, chief of staff, would be the man 
to send to Cuba to settle the present 
troubles. It fs pointed out here that 
he has the full confidence of every 
Cuban. "

NEW YORK BANKS LOSE 
ON COUNTRY CHECKS 


New York, June 10.—Frank A, Van- 
derlip, president of the National City 
bank and member of the clearing house 
committee whose methods are the sub- 
ject of inquiry by the congressional 
committee tnvestigating the “money 
trust,” gave out tonight an open let- 
ter to Chairman Pujo, of the commit- 
tee, taking exception to the numer- 
ous reports which thad been given 
wide publicity to the misinformation of 
the public. Mr. Vanderlip cited as an 
instance the matter of profits of the 
New’ York banks on the collection of 
country checks which have been re- 
ported as $50,000,000 a year. Mr. 
Vanderlip said that this report ema- 
nated not from a witness, but from 
counsel for the committee. 

“As a matter of fact,” said Mr, Van- 
derlip, “instead of New York banks 
making a profit of $50,000,00uv ¢grom the 
collection of country checks, the work 
actually entailed upon them a loss of 
from $2,900,000 to $3,000,000 per an- 
num.” Mr. Vanderlip saiq that the 
loss occurred principally through the 
fact that millions of dollars were tied 
up in the processes of collection which 
otherwise would be drawing interest. 


SEVEN GOVERNORS 
TO AID ROOSEVELT 


Chicago, June 19.—The seven govern- 
ors who petitioned -Colonel HKooseveit 
to become a candidate for the pres.- 
dency, with one exception, are expect- 
ed to gather in Chicago within two 
days to aid the candidate’s manager 
in the fight for control of. the national 
convention. 

Governor Osborn, of Michigan, who 
is a delegate-at-large to the conven- 
tion, suffered a broken foot some time 
ago and will be unable to join the oth- 
er governors. He has been forbidden 
by his physician to bear his weight 
on the foot. 

He will be represented in the con- 
vention by his alternate.

COLONEL INTIMATES TAFT 


IS NOT HONORABLE MAN 


Roosevelt Fails “to See How an 
Honorable Man Can Profit 
by Such Trickery as Ohio 
State Convention ‘Victory.’ ” 
Republicans Urged to Repu- 
diate Work of “‘the Bosses.”’ 


York, June 10.—Theodore 
Roosevelt discusses present conditions 
at Chicago in an article entitled, “A 
Naked Issue of Right and Wrong,” 
made public tonight, and to appear in 
the current issue of The Outlook. Mr. 
Roosevelt says in part: 

“The contest for the republican nom- 
ination has now narrowed down to 
a naked issue of right and wrong: for 
the issue is simply whether or not we 
shall permit a system of naked fraud, 
of naked theft from the people, to 
triumph. 


Right of People To Rule. 

“I have made this contest on two 
great principles—first, the right of the 
and, therefore, in the 
exercise @f their deliberate judgement 
to control their government and their 
governmental agents; and, second, 
their duty so to rule as to bring about 
not only political but social and indus- 
trial justice. 

“I have endeavored everywhere to 
appeal, not to the politicians, but to 
the people themselves, and to get their 
judgment, stating scores of times that 
[I would do my best to convert them 
to my way of thinking, that I should 
acquiesce as a matter of course in their 
judgment, if it was adverse, but that 
if their judgment was favorable, I 
did not Intend tamely to submit to an 
effort by the politicians to throw aside 
the verdict of the people and substi- 
tute a fake verdict of their own. This 
is precisely what Mr. Barnes. Mr. Me- 
Kinley and their associates and repre- 
sentatives on the nationa] committee 
at Chicago are now attempting,” 

Showing Against Taft. 

After discussing the primary results 
by states, Mr. Roosevelt continues: 

“To recapitulate then. In the re- 
publican states which have had direct 
primaries nearly two and a half mil- 
liom republicans have voted and of 
these nearly two-thirds have voted 
against Mr. Taft. In the other repub- 
lican states where the primaries have 
been such as to give the people, not 
an entire chance, but some _ smal!

the aggregate the vote was 
nearly 4swo to one against him, and in 
some States it went as high as five 
or six to one against him. The other 
states in the north which sent Taft 
delegations were states in which the 
republican voters had no chance to 
vote. 

“Ohio went by over 30,000 majority 
against Mr, Taft at the primaries, but 
the Taft managers had refused to per- 
mit a vote to be taken at the prima- 
ries fo rthe delegates at large, and in 
the state convention by adroit polit- 
ical trickery they sent six Taft dele- 
gates to vote at Chicago for the man 
whom his own state had just repudlat- 
ed by thirty thousand majority. 


“Such a Piece of Trickery, ” 


“I fail myself to see how an hon- 
orable man can profit by or take part 
in such a pleqe of trickery as this 
Ohio state convention ‘victory.’ In 
the same way, I fail to see how an 
honorable man can profit by or con- 
nive at or approve of the farcical New 
York county primaries, 

“But the case was far worse in 
Washingtoh, in Indiana, in Michigan. 
In many of these cases the Taft dele- 
gates represent absolutely nothing but 
fraud, as vulgar, as brazen and as 
cynically open as any ever commit- 
ted by the Tweed regime in New York 
forty-odd years ago. 

“Mr. Taft cannot be nominated un- 
less he gets the overwhelming ma- 
jority of the rotten borough states 
which never cast a republican electo- 
ral vote, and in which the delegations 
represent only the office-holders. 

“Even if he gets practically all the 
delegates from these states, he cannot 
be nominated unless, by deliberate 
fraud, in such states as Indiana, Mich- 
igan and Washington, not to mention 
others, the republicans are defrauded 
out of their right to express their 
preference as to who is to get their 
votes. He can be nominated only by 
disregarding the expressed will of an 
overwhelming majority of two and a 
half million of republicans who, from 
Massachusetts and Pennsylvania to 
Illinois and California, have voted as 
to their choice for president. 


Overriding Will of People. 


“Under such circumstances his nom- 
ination would represent the overrid- 
ing of the expressed will of the peo- 
ple by Messrs. Barnes, Penrose, Gue- 
genheim, Powell Clayton and the rest. 

“But I wish to call attention to the 
fact that it is Messrs. Barnes, McKin- 
ley. and their associates, on behalf of 
Mr. Taft, who are engaged in the 
effort to perpetrate the gravest wrong 
upon the republican party and upon 
the people of the United States. United 
in such action they stand, not as rep- 
resentatives of the republican party, 
but as individuals misrepresénting 
that party with no claim to loyalty 
from it, and whom it is the bounden 
duty of that party to repudiate, 

“tT wish to call to the attention of the 
honest men who have hitherto sup- 
ported Mr. Taft that the issue is now 
one of naked right and wrong and 
that they cannot support or acquiesce 
in the action of those\ who, under the 
ircumstances given above, are seek- 
ng to nominate Mfr. Taft, without be- 
ing’ false to the principles of good citi- 
zenship.”

from Judge Pendleton’s judgment. This 
appeal, it is expected, will be based 
on the act of 1909 allowing corpora- 
tions to merge. As the act has never 
been tested, the decision of the higher 
tribunal will be of especia| interest. 

The decision in the superior court was 
based upont o grounds. Judge Pen- 
diet » held that Magid, who introduced 
the suit seeking to nullify the lease 
contract by which the stock of the 
Georgia Railway and Electric Company 
passed into the merger of companies, 
did not show sufficient interest in op- 
posing the merger because he did not 
attend the stockholders’ meeting and 
oppose the lease. He declared that 
Magid did not geem, at the time of the 
merger, to object very strenuously. 

The judge held that the old Trust 
Company of Georgia decision was ex- 
actly in accordance with the facts in 
the present case, and that therefore 
the newly-organized Georgia Railway 
and Power Company could not be 
called a “trust.’”” Immediately after he 
had announced his decision, Watkins 
& Latimer, Westmoreland Bros., and 
Spencer Atkinson, acting -for Magid, 
gave notice that the case would be 
taken to the supreme court and a re- 
view of the old trust company  deci- 
sion would be taken. It is probable 
that the conservationists who are 
seeking to preserve Tallulah Falls will 
join with Magid in his fight. 

The Magid suit was »>rought several 
months ago, and asked for the disso- 
lution of the Georgia Railway and 
Power Company and for a $2,180,000 
fine under the Sherman trust law. This 
fine, in case it should be tmposed, 
would be awarded Magid by the fed- 
eral court, where “the second damage 
suit was brought. The first suit en- 
joined the merger.

8 PERSONS SLAIN 
AND MUTILATED 
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All Members of Moore Family 
and Two Visitors Mur- 
dered With Ax. 


Villisca, Iowa, June 10.—Eight bodies 
—all mutilated almost beyond recogni- 
tion—were found murdered in the 
home today of Joseph Moore, a promi- 
nent business man of this place. The 
dead: 

Joseph Moore and wife; Herman 
Moore, aged 11; Catherine Moore, aged 
9; Boyd Moore, aged 7: Paul Moore, 
aged 6; Misses Edithand Blanch Spil- 
linger, aged 20 and 18, respectively. 

The bodies of all, vith their heads 
terribly mashed with an ax, were 
found murdered in their beds. There 
is no definite clue to the murderer, al- 
though the authorities are searching 
for a suspect. A desire for revenge is 
believed to have prompted the mur- 
derer. 

Only one of the bodies showed indi- 
,cations of a struggle. One of the Spil- 
linger giris lay with one arm 
out, as though she had awakened and 
tried to ward off the murderer's blow. 
A lighted Kerosene lamp was found on 
the floor in the middle of the room 
occupied by Mr. and Mrs. Moore. 

The only clue to the slayer so far 
discovered are bloody finger prints in 
different parts of the house. Inquiry 
has convinced the authorities that no 
other visitor was at the Moore home 
last night up to the time the family 
retired. 

The house stands among a number 
of residences, but none of the neigh- 
bors heard an outcry last night. 

It is apparent the murderer had a 
key to a door of the house, because all 
doors and windows were found locked. 

The first intimation of the crime 
came when a clerk in the implement 
house of Mr. Moore went to Moore's 
home to find what delayed Moore in 
reaching his place of husiness today. 
Finding the house locked, the window 
shades all down, and no one about, he 
notified the neighbors, and, with as- 
sistance, forced an entrance. 

The dead, with one exception, were 
found in their beds. A bloody ax, with 
hair and pieces of brain clinging to it, 
obviously the implement used in the 
wholesale murder, was found in an up- 
stairs room. 

A militia company patrolling the 
section of the city near the Moore 
home until bloodhounds have been put 
upon the trail. 

The murderer apparently went about 
his work deliberately. All indications 
are that he entered the house by the 
front door, and with a key; that he 
left the same way, and locked the dour 
behind him. 

After pulling down all the blinds, a 
thing which the Moores never did, the 
murderer hung dress skirts which he 
had secured from a closet over each of 
the deors leading to the outside, and 
also over windows where a flash of 
light might nave penetrated from the 
outside.

Haynesville, Ala., June 10.—As the 
result of one of the most sensational 
trials ever held in this county, C. Wal- 
ter Jones, W. J. Cowling and J. H. 
Felder, white men, and Steve Wagner 
and Ike Cunningham, negroes, were 
held to the grand jury early this aft- 
ernoon before Probate Judge J. C. 
Wood on charges of second degree 
arson in connection with a fire which, 
on December 23 last, destroyed eight 
stores at Benton, Ala. 

Steve Wagner, one of the defendants, 
turned state's evidence at the hear- 
ing and declared that he set fire to the 
store of ‘Robert Williamson in the 
presence of Felder and. that Felder 
threatened the life of Wagner if he 
refused to apply the torch. The wit- 
ness testified that upon two different 
occasions C Walter Jones gave him 
two and three dollars and Felder gave 
him $5 for applying the torch. 

“T set fire to Mr. Robert William- 
son’s store and Mr. Felder was with 
me at the time,” were the words of the 
negro. “Mr. Felder was with me at 
the time and when I protested against 
setting fire to the store he said, ‘negru., 
I will kill you if you don't do this.’” 

Seventy witnesses had been sum- 
moned, but after the state had exam- 
ined three witnesses the defense re- 
fused to go further and the three white 
defendants were held in $2,000 each, 
while the bong of the two negroes 


was fixed at $1,500 each. :

EIGHT-YEAR STRUGGLE 
ENDS IN PENITENTIARY 


Washington, June 10.—The 
year struggle of Frederick A. Hyde 
and J. H. Schneider to escape impris- 
onment for alleged conspiracy to de- 
fraud the government out of lands in 
California and Oregon, ended in fail- 
ure today when the supreme court 
found no error tn their conviction in 
the District of Columbia. It was one 
of the famous “land fraud” cases of 
its time. 
and sentenced to prison for two years; 
Schneider had been fined and gen- 
tenced to prison for one year and two 
months. 

In its decision the supreme féourt 
holds that conspiracy to violate federal] 
laws can be punished in any state 
where an overt act was done to further 
that conspiracy. 

Justice McKenna laid down the qoc- 
trine, which was supported by Chief 
Justice White and Justices Day, Van 
Devanter and Pitney. Justice Holmes 
dissented, and with him were Justices 
Hughes and Lamar. Justice 
Lamar declared trial should be only 
where the conspiracy was entered into. 

As an immediate result of the de- 
cision, Hyde and Schneider, of Califor- 
nia, were held guilty of “land fraud” 
conspiracy, as found by trial in the 
district court of District Columbia. 

Hyde and Schneider, with John A. 
Benson and Henry P, Dimond, were in- 
dicted here in 1904. It Was alleged in 
the indictment they conspired to get 
title to large areas of school land and 
exchange it under the law of 1897. It

has been revived with so much success 
of late years in Europe and America, 
Was the th®me of Mr. Thomas wood 
Stevens’ address yesterday to the At- 
lanta Art Association and others inter- 
ested, who formed a large audience in 
the Capital City Club ballroom. 

He had been brought to Atlanta by 
the Art Association to lay before them 
the subject of pageantry in general, 
and the pageants he has directed in 
particular, these last the most preten- 
tious and successful yet produced in 
this country. 

His talk was practically a lecture, 
and a valuable one, his viewpoint 
combining the interests of artist, his- 
torian, litterateur and dramatist. 

He compared the pageants which 
center around a place, a time, a per- 
s0n, or an idea, explained how anyone 
of these could be developed into a 
play, and read an act from the ‘Pa- 
geant of Illinois,’ as partial illustra-~ 
tion. The latter was an impressive 
scene in blank verse, this method car- 
rying best the text to the audience, 
and its scehic beauty was likewlse pic- 
tured graphically. 

Mr. Stevens considered the history 
of Georgia, with the successive phases 
marked by the Indians, the Spanish, 
Oglethorpe and his followers, revolu- 
tionary Georgia, and finally the ante- 
bellum days, as material for a history 
play as rich as could be found any- 
where. 

From 500 to 800 people would be re- 
quired, he said, for the production, and 
about four weeks’ rehearsal. The 
pageant might be either outdoors or in 
a theater, but more effective outdoors.

of the Appalachian park range.

senting claimants to many acres, as 
well as a number of claimants them-

tion was raised to the co 
of any parts of the lands. No objectio 
Was entered to the appointment of as 
sessors, who were not only satisfac 
tory to the land owners, but were prac 
tically suggested by severa) of them. 
In the order naming the assessors, 
Judge Newman directed Messrs. Butt, 
Kincaid and Harralson to meet June 
12, at Blue Ridge, to hear from any 
claimants appearing. The assessors 
were also directed to report in writing 
to the United States district court in 
Atlanta at the earliest possible time. 
Assessors Butt, Kincaid and Harral- 
son are instructed to fix (1) the value 
of the lands exclusive of the mineral 
interest with necessary mining priv- 
ilege therein and thereon, and (2) the 
value of the mineral interests with 
necessary mining privileges in and 
upon the lands, and fix the amount of 
damages, if any, due to the parties in 
interest. The order informed the as- 
sessors that they “shall not pass upon 
the title to said lagds, mineral and 


mining privileges.”

Washington, June 10.—The house 
voted today, 144 to 101, not to accept 
the senate amendment to the metal 
tariff revision bill, which would re- 
peal the Canadian reciprocity pact and 
fix a universal duty of $2 a ton on 
print paper. 

The house accepted two senate 
amendments reducing the duty on pig 
iron and certain alloys. The bill again 
will go to conference, 

Majority Leader Underwood § esti- 
mated the reduced duties on pig iron 
and alloys would result in a falling off 
of approximately $300,000 in revenue, 
which would be taken care of by the 
revenue raised by the excise tax bill 
passed by the house and now before 
the senate. 

The clash over the Canadian réci- 
procity pact has served to complicate 
further the adjournment plans of the 
house leaders. They contend that the 
house will not agree to do away with 
the pact, and the senate likewise is ex- 
pected to insist upon its acceptance.

Washington, June 10.—The senate 
today, by a vote of 27 to 24, adopted 
the report of senate and house con- 
férees, containing a number of anti- 
administration provisions on the army 
appropriation bill. One of these pro- 
visions would legislate out of office 
General Leonard Wood, present chief 
of staff of the army. As agreed to, 
the bill would require army officers 
acting as chief of staff, after March 4, 
next, to have at least ten years’ service 
in the line with rank below brigadier 
general. 

The provisions were the subject of a 
three-hour bitter debate. It Was con- 
tended the chief of staff restriction 
was directed at General Wood, and 
that it had been wWMiserted by the con- 
ferees without the eonsent of either 
house.

ater turne firmer, on reports that 
storm signals had been ordered for the 
south Atlantic and gulf coasts. The 
advance carrieg prices into new high 
Sround for the movement, and while 
Slight recessions occurred from time 
to time, the best level of the day was 
reached in the late trading, when Oc- 
tober contracts sold at 11.58, or about 
4 points above the high level of last

Local stocks increased 600,000 
bushels for the week. July ranged

H. Searcy, Sr, senator- 
elect from the twenty-sixth district, 
vehemently resents such a proposition 
and announces that he will fight the 
matter in _the »_legislature. The p present 


senator, Hon. A. A. + ee Blalock, of Fay- 
etteville, and the present representa- 
tive, Hon. J. A. Darsey, of Sunny Side, 
will be besieged to take the matter 
up in the approaching legislature and 
present Griffin's claims in the fight to 
retain the station. They will. be 
backed by determined Griffin citizens 
and other legislators. 

Some years azo, before the location 
of the State agricultural college at 
Athens, Colonel Searcy was appointed 
by -the city of Griffin to present all 
the facts relating 10 this subject to 
the people of Georgia, which he did 
in a pamphlet which was scattered all 
over the state. It was unanswerable 
and serveq for years to ward off the 
blow which the University of Georgia 
had in store for Griffin. Now the ques- 
tion of the removal of the station has 
again been opened up, Colonel Searcy's 
reasons against the removal of the 
Station are given as follows: 

1. The station was established -by a 

commission, through competitive>- bid- 
ding. Athens, Griffin and other points 
entered their bids, and Griffin won out, 
and for a consideration which it paid 
to the state, reeeived the station.

The university won out, after using 
nearly half a million dollars of the 
money in yearly stipends, sent out for 
the agricultural college.
